U.S.Highway 
Chief Named 
By Kennedy 


By M ARVIN ARROW SMITH 
PALM BEACH. Fla. 'AP) — 
President-elect John F. Kennedy 
today chose Rex Whitton. chief 
engineer of the Missouri Highway 
Department, to be federal high­ 
way administrator. 
Later, against the background 
of the space race with the Soviet 
Union, Kennedy started another 
round of conferences with Vice 
President-elect Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Sen.

FRANCE FIRES 
3RD ATOM BOMB 
SUCCESSFULLY 


By GEORGE MCARTHUR 
PA RIS (AP>—-France success­ 
fully exploded her third experi­ 
mental atomic device in the Sa­ 
hara Desert today. 
The test apparently was a step 
forward in cutting down the first 
two devices—exploded last Feb. 
13 and April I—to practical size 
for use in varied weapons.

HARRISBURG

FREEMAN BACKS PLAN 


Gov. Orville Freeman of Min­ 
nesota— the incoming U. S. agri­ 
culture 
secretary—has 
been 
a 
leading backer of plans for a na­ 
tions1 agency. He testified in fa­ 
vor of enabling legislation during 
the last Congress. In the same 
series of hearings on the plan, the 
Pennsylvania Agriculture Depart­ 
ment presented detailed testimony 
in opposition. 
Legislation for a national con­ 
trol has been proposed in every 
congress since World War II. but 
has never won passage of both 
houses 
The plans—nearly all identical 
to the so-called Johnson bill in 
the last Congress—would put su­ 
pervision of all milk sanitation un­ 
der an expanded U. S. public 
health service.
